eau indorse. 
W omen’s du b s, 
having for their 
object literary, art, music, education­ 
al. 
philanthropic, 
civic or 
social 
economic culture are eligible to mem­ 
bership 
The membership fee is three 
d iliars ($3.00) a year. 
This is 
an 
extract 
from 
Miss 
T a y lo r’s Address. 
(Ex-President of 
t ie Federation ) 
“ As long as a club is only strorg 
enough to keep up its own life, it has 
a right to 
devote itself entirely to 
study. 
But when the sublime voice of 
all the ages has taught it what liberty, 
order, justice, 
harmony 
charity, 
beauty and good government are, then 
the club is as criminal asthe individual 
if it does not try to put its ideal to 
good 
use. 
For 
years 
the clubs 
studied each alone, without feeling the 
need of organization. 
Then they b e­ 
gan to reach out slowly for libraries 
and collections of pictures and music. 
“ W hat I expect, and what will come 
if you can only be faithful, is the best 
and most beautiful citizenship—that is 
never too selfish, too busy, or too tired 
to attend to the public welfare: that is 
patient, persistent, 
open to reason 
but never to fear or persuasion; that 
loves public beauty and cleanliness as 
well as private adornment and cleanli­ 
ness: that the business of city and 
state ought to 
be and 
must be ad­ 
ministered just like the business of 
home and 
factory. 
You h a \ e 
the 
education for such a citizenship- you 
have gained it through your clubs. 
You have the enthusiasm for such a 
citizen ihip—you havegained it through 
your meetings 
You are getting the 
business training for such a citizen­ 
ship—it is coming from your Federa­ 
tion, from every fight that you make 
for the 
good in 
your towns and 
against the evil. 
If we can escape the 
corruption that 
comes with 
great 
wealth of a nation, in twenty-five years 
it will not be Russia or Japan or our 
own armies and navies that will be 
the motive power of civilization, it 
willbe the womenof the United States.” 
Our clubs are promoting the work of 
free kindergartens in our towns and I 
are introducing 
art in the public 
sehools. 
The club women have also 
been very successful in starting Public 
L ib ra rie s'in our State.
